The bill was approved after the 
chamber had rejected, 43 to 38, an 
amendment by Senators Vanden- 
berg (Rep.) of Michigan and Clark 
(Dem.) of Missouri, which would 
have prevented the President from 
transferring any of the ships from 
one belligerent country to another. 
The proponents argued that such 
transfers would be "needless, pro- 
vocative acts of war." 
Of the minor amendments were 
attached by the Senate, one would 
Insure "equitable 
compensation" 
for alien seamen who lose their 
jobs as a result of government ship 
acquisitions. 
Of the eighty-odd ships affected 
by the legislation two are German 
and twenty-eight Italian. 


The vessels could be acquired by 
purchase, charter, requisition or 
condemnation. 
Purchase 
and 
charter would be voluntary trans- 
actions, while requisition and con- 
demnation 
proceeidngs would in- 
volve tho use of governmental au- 
thority. Just compensation would 
be provided in all cases.

farmers from milk and dairy pro- 
ducts during 1939 amounted to $1,- 
700,000,000. 


Referring to the dairy business 


in Texas, he asserted that it is 
up to Texas farmers to find a way 
to produce milk and cream on a 
profitable basis. He spoke of the 
necessity of butter 
and 
cheese 
plants In the locality to make the 
enterprise profitable and asserted 
that once a plant is secured the 
business men and farmers should 
join together and make it a major 
source of revenue. 
Income from dairy products in 
Texas last year, 
he 
continued, 


amounted to $100,000,000. Over 2.- 
000,000 jersey cattle are found in 
this state, he said, making it the 
greatest jersey breeding; center in 
the world. But the breeding of jer- 
seys has decreased drastically in 
the past two years until now it Is 
difficult to find good jersey cows 
here, he added. 
McMurray ex- 


pressed concern over the large in- 
crease in the number of 
white 


face dairy cattle in Texas, stating 
that it is completely ruining the 
dairy business. White-face dairy 
cows will not produce milk on a 
profitable basis, he said.

A 
life certificate on work was pre- 
sented W. B. Baker for having 
held authority to teach the rites 
for 
26 consecutive years, 
and 


again making Corsicana lodge the 
only one In Texas having threii 
holders of such certificates.
